the market. 

Foods and feeds are always the 
first to feel any changes in the val- 
ue of the dollar, and their rapid 
advance, since the beginning of the 
war, to prices heretofore unheard 
of, has been a source of much mys- 
tery and amazement. There is hardly any feed which has 
not doubled in price during the last four or five years, and 
some of them have come up even more than this. Prices 
can only be considered high when they are out of line with 
other prices, or when they are not on a proper barter or 
exchange value, which is really the basis of commerce. 

Money, of course, is only a medium of exchange. What 
we are really doing is trading our labor and our milk for 
grain and feeds. If one hundred pounds of milk will not 
buy as much feed as formerly, we feel we are getting the 
worst of it on an exchange basis. 

The American dairyman was somewhat fortunate at 
the beginning of the war, because there was a very plenti- 
ful supply of dairy feeds. Prior to 1914, probably 1-3 of 
the cottonseed meal production was exported, somewhere 
around 700,000 to 750,000 tons. About 1-3 to % of the 
cottonseed meal production usually went into the manu- 
facture of fertilizers in the south. The rest, amounting 
to anywhere from 1-6 to 1-3 of the crop, or some 300,000 
to 700,000 tons, was estimated as being used to feed do- 
mestic animals in the United States. Quite a large propor- 
tion of this went to feed beef cattle, especially in the 
southwest and west. 

In 1914, the south was suddenly threatened with no 
market for either cotton or cottonseed products. They 
could not look ahead and see that cotton was bound to 
become one of the most valuable commodities we could 
raise—and that it would treble in price. Germany and 
Scandinavia were our chief customers for cottonseed 
meal. When all ocean commerce with them was suspended, 
the price of cottonseed meal immediately slumped. It 
could be bought at a very low figure—even cheaper than 
cornmeal. Very soon this situation righted itself, and cot- 
tonseed meal went up. Just because it was cheap, every- 
body started using it. 

; Another situation arose that may never be repeated. 
The amount of explosive needed in modern warfare is al- 
most beyond belief. For every pound of smokeless powder, 
It is said two pounds of alcohol are required to make it. 
All the distilleries in Europe were not able to make enough 
alcohol at the beginning of the war to take care of 1-10 
of their consumption, and they were forced to call on 
the United States, which had a very large capacity which 
had never been fully used. The result was that every dis- 
tillery in the United States had all the orders it could 
take care of to run continuously for several years. This 
took an enormous amount of corn, and all the molasses 
that could be obtained. It is probable that distillers used 
up in a single year close to 720,000 tons of corn, which, 
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close to 20,000 tons per month of 
that valuable dairy feed known as 
corn distiller’s grains. The result 
was that we had an abundance of 
good dairy feeds for several years. 

As we got into the war our- 
selves, we ran short of nitrogen for 
powder and other purposes, and this hit the fertilizer trade, 
who could not get enough Chilean nitrate, and were there- 
fore forced to use more cottonseed meal. Cottonseed meal 
was under regulation, and the price was put so low that 
it was the cheapest fertilizer material available. Regula- 
tion is quite apt to rob the cow when she is not given 
an opportunity to pay up for what she needs on account of 
a fixed price and no chance to bid. 

This turning of so much dairy feed into fertilizer was 
felt in the shape of higher prices for dairy feeds. They 
started to advance in 1917, and have gone up nearly $20 
a ton since that time; at least, the high protein feeds. Our 
Allies were soon able to build up enough distilling capa- 
city to make their own alcohol, and the distilling of corn 
was practically stopped about a year and a half ago. What 
alcohol we needed toward the end of the war, we were able 
to make out of molasses. This put the price of molasses 
up to a very high figure, around $40 per ton, but at the 
same time, we had a short corn crop, and corn sold at over 
$2 per bushel. 

It is well to look over our production and supply of 
dairy feeds, and we can better understand the causes of 
the present scarcity and reason for some of them being 
out of line with our old standby—corn. In former years, 
corn being our chief animal food, it always had a pro- 
found influence on the prices of all other feeds and grains. 
A chart showing the price of bran for the past ten years 
until we got into wartime regulation would show that 
the bran price followed the corn price very closely all 
this time. Sometimes it was a little below and sometimes 
a little above. These two feeds are not necessarily inter- 
changeable—certainly, corn has a very much greater feed- 
ing value than bran, but the close relationship between 
prices shows there must have been some reason for it 
that we do not understand. 

Our production of wheat mill feeds—bran and middlings 
—while it has increased each year with the population, 
has not increased very considerably, because, in years gone 
by, we grew a great deal more wheat than our population 
consumed, and exported the flour so that this gave us plenty 
of mill feed. For every addition to our population, we need 
more cows to give them milk and butter, as well as other 
dairy products. The cow population has increased faster 
than the feed production. Wheat bran is one of our chief 
dairy feeds, even more necessary than middlings. Mid- 
dlings is quite largely diverted to the feeding of swine. 
Quite a little goes into poultry mashes, and a large amount 
of it is fed to young stock. It is safe to say we have a 
production of about three and a half million tons of 
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bran and one and one-half million tons of middlings and 
feed flours. 

When we hid such a bumper wheat crop year before 
last, we exported a large part of it, and did not increase 
our milling so materially. The bran situation during the 
war was a great source of trouble, and much bitterness. 
This was due to the fact that it was regulated or controlled. 
Whenever man tries to regulate prices, he nearly always 
makes a mess of it, because prices have to regulate them- 
selves. Where prices are regulated by agreement between 
producer and consumer, there is less trouble, because ad 
justments are made from time to time to meet the actual 
conditions, and give both sides a square deal, but when 
an arbitrary price is put on any commodity, it is against 
all the experience of mankind, and no good can come of it. 
Regulating prices does not increase the quantity one bit 
nor does it produce any equitable distribution. This coun- 
try is too big to have bread cards, meat cards, or feed cards, 
so that every man should get his just quota. The card 
system was a failure in every country that tried it, and 
fortunately, we did not try it. 

The dairyman needs bran worse than any other animal 
husbandry man and can afford to pay more for it because 
the dairy cow does need a bulky ration to prevent im- 
pactions where she is fed so many fine feeds like meals. 
Since the earliest days, farmers have lightened up their 
meal with bran, this being the most desirable way to do it, 
although when they could get them, they used other 
bulky feeds, like distillers and brewers grains, and some- 
times beet pulp, oat hulls, and other coarse materials. 

The increase in the number of dairy cows as shown by 
the census, which now reports about twenty-three million 
cows, does not tell the whole story. The cows are getting 
bigger and better—they produce more and they eat more. 
They are being fed better rations and they need more 
dairy feeds, such as bran and the protein feeds. The per 
cow production of bran, however, has gone down. This does 
not mean the cows are getting any less bran per head, but 
there is not enough available to feed them all. It is 
true a large part of our cow population is in the west 
and in some sections only summer dairying is practiced, 
and pastures, with a little farm grains, is about all the 
cows get. Dairy cows farther east, where they have pure- 
bred and good grade cows, have to be fed the year around, 
for both summer and winter dairying. 


To return to our supply of feed, our average production 
of cotton for the past ten years was about twelve million 
bales. This would ordinarily give us two million tons of 
cottonseed meal and cake. The last crop is below the 
average, and is variously estimated at between ten and 
eleven million bales. This would mean a decrease of about 
two hundred thousand tons of cottonseed cake. This is 
not all. Texas produces about 40 per cent of the cotton 
crop. Texas had very bad weather at the time of maturity, 
and a large part of the seed was damaged. Some of the 
other southern states also had excessive rains and their 
crop was badly damaged. The meal from damaged seed 
will mostly have to go into fertilizer although some of it 
will be fed from necessity. 

Our flaxseed crop has been steadily going downward. 
Flaxseed is grown in the northwest, chiefly as a first crop, 
to break up the soil. The largest crop of flaxseed we 
ever raised was twenty-six million bushels. Our normal 
requirements at the present time are not less than twenty 
one million bushels. This year’s crop was estimated by the 
Government to be ten million bushels, and by the linseed 
crushers, who have been good crop reporters, at some- 
where between six and eight million bushels. A twenty- 
six million bushel crop would produce about 500,000 tons 
of linseed cake, and a ten million bushel crop only about 
200,000 tons. This means that we will have to draw at 
least ten million bushels of flaxseed, chiefly from the Ar- 
gentine, although some of it can be had in Canada. Flax- 
seed that comes from the Argentine is naturally crushed at 
our seaports, and to bring the resulting meal or cake into 
the middle west is very costly, as freight rates are very 
high. 

In previous years, a large part of our linseed meal 
and cake was exported; probably 3-5 of it, on a good crop. 
Within the last few years, linseed meal has come to be 
more appreciated at home, and instead of shipping mil- 
lions of dollars worth of fertilizer material and food to 
Europe, we are inclined to keep it at home and save the 
fertility and get the results from the feed. 


You can readily figure that with this small production of 
linseed :-eal, not half of the cows in the country can get 
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a smell of it. Moreover, a great deal of it is fed to horses, 
steers, sheep and young animals. 

Our fourth largest protein feed is Corn Gluten Feed— 
a by-product from the manufacture of starch and corn 
syrup. It resembles distillers grains very much in its com. 
position, except it is made by a different process and does 
not taste the same or act exactly the same when fed. Our 
production of gluten feed is ordinarily about 600,000 tons a 
year. It is increasing rapidly, due to the enormous demand 
for sugars and sweets of all kinds. During the last year, 
one large starch factory was destroyed by fire—another 
company had very bad strikes for 40 days, and the produc- 
tion of gluten feed was cut down, just when we needed it 
most, by an amount somewhere between 80,000 and 100.- 
000 tons at least. This may account for the change in the 
relative prices of this feed, whereas last year, gluten feed 
sold at $15 under corn, right now, it is $15 over, but 
no one can say an article is not worth what it can bring, 
or that a protein feed may not be worth a good deal more 
than the grain from which it is made. It would take 300 
Ibs. of corn to supply the protein found in 100 Ibs. of gluten 
feed, and we can’t feed dairy cows very well on corn and 
oats. It is better to take out the starch and feed the pro- 
tein part to the cow for a certain part of her ration. 

It was estimated by the Chicago “Price Current” that 
there is, this year, compared with last, (and by that, they 
mean the current year from summer to summer), a short- 
age of one and one-half million tons of protein feeds, which 
would figure out about as follows: 600,000 tons of brewers 
grains, 240,000 tons of distillers grains, and the remainder 
in linseed and cottonseed meal, malt sprouts (of which 
there was annually made approximately 75,000 tons) and 
cocoanut meal, (which was a war production, and which is 
no longer made to any extent, at least, not right now). 

With this great shortage in protein feeds, the relatively 
high price of them can be explained. For the past five 
or six years, protein feeds did not, as a whole, taking an 
average of all kinds, cost any more than corn and oats. 
Right now, corn and oats are relatively cheap, especially 
on the farm, the average price, taking the country over, 
would be not to exceed 80c for oats, which is $50 per ton, 
or $1.40 for corn, which is $50.00. These are wholesale 
prices or selling prices. Protein feeds cost all the way 
from $70 to $85 wholesale and more at retail. 

One dislikes very much to be thrown into a discussion 
on political economy, for it is a very dry subject and one 
on which authorities do not seem to agree, but everyone 
must admit that prices have come up and money has gone 
down. The production of money all over the world is only 
limited by the capacity of the printing presses that make 
it. There is, at the present time, three and one-half times 
as much money, mostly paper money, in the U. S. as there 
was four years ago. Money is only a convenience in barter- 
ing. We could, if we had to, get along without it, but it 
would be very clumsy. What the farmer is most concerned 
about is: Are his prices on a line with other prices of the 
things he most needs? There are always some discrep- 
ancies, of course. There are times when a hog sells for 
less than the market value of the corn that was fed to 
him. There is no fixed law that 100 Ibs. of milk should buy 
100 lbs. of dairy feed, although this has been about the 
rule that has prevailed during the last ten years. 

I remember in 1911, I sold a Holstein breeder in Ohio 
some of our dairy feed at $1.50 per hundred, and he wrote 
me that he was selling his milk for $1.50 a hundred and 
that for every bag of feed he bought of us, he got $6 worth 
of milk, which left him $4.50 to pay for his roughage, ex- 
penses, and profit. 100 Ibs. of dairy feed will not always 
make 400 Ibs. of milk. It depends on the kind of feed used, 
how good the roughage is, and also, the cow has something 
to say about it. A good grain ration, however, will make 
four times its weight in milk, and the average ration will 
make three and one-half times its weight in milk, i. @., 
average Holstein milk, which is apparently the kind that 
everybody wants. 

The price of milk is always lower in remote districts 
than it is around large cities. It is rarely that conden- 
saries, butter and cheese factories can pay as much for 
milk as the city consumer. I believe the wholesale price 
of milk in the Detroit market today is around $4 and I 
also believe that you can take this $4 and buy more than 
100 lbs. of a mixed dairy ration all ready to use. By “mixed 
dairy ration,” I mean a mixture of protein feeds and farm 
grains, say about 70 per cent of dairy feed at $82.00 and 
30 per cent corn and oats at $50.

Canada’s 
Holsteins, as is well known, include the world’s champions 
for milk as well as for butter production in short time 
test as well as the second largest milk producer in long 
time test. Much well-deserved publicity has been given to 
the performance of these remarkable animals, but the great 
sires of Canada have been practically ignored by Holstein 
scribes and dopesters in the past. 

To correct any impression that may have been given 
out that there are no great transmitting sires in Canada, 
there appears on this page a list of twelve of Canada’s 
leading proven sires. While these sires were not in every 
ease bred in Canada,

up to date May Ist, 1919, and include 
in a very few cases some records that 
were made in the United States, al- 
though practically all of them were 
made in Canada. In several instances, some of which will 
be pointed out later, some great records, that have been 
reported either officially or by the owners of the cows, 
since the publication of the year book, have not been in- 
cluded, even though they might change the relative stand- 
ing of the sires on the list. 

An interesting feature of our list of great Canadian sires 
is that the first two on the list for both butter and milk 
production are sons of Pontiac Korndyke—one standing 
first for butter and second for milk and the other first 
for milk and second for butter. The first of these sires is

The former 
is one of the very greatest sires ever owned in Canada, 
his daughters having made an even better showing than 
is brought out by the table. Since the publication of the

tion have already been published, breeders will be in- 

terested to learn that the final figures for O. K. L 
Pearl Tula give her a most prominent place among the high- 
est producing long time record cows of the breed and 
establish her as the highest record long-distance cow in 
the state of New York, displacing for this honor the 
famous Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d. 

The final credits for O. K. L. Pearl Tula are 1366.5 Ibs. 
butter from 27398.2 lbs. milk. With this production she 
gains fifth position among the cows of the world for all 
ages and comes in third place in the full aged class, being 
exceeded in the full aged class only by Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby and Finderne Pride Johanna Rue. We quote from 
a letter from Mr. Schmid which brings out most forcibly 
what a great cow O. K. L. Pearl Tula has proven to be. 

“We purchased Pearl Tula when six months of age 
from Ezra Holbert. She was thin, undeveloped and a poor 
prospect. With good care she thrived and as a 2-year-old 
with her first calf was a remarkably large heifer. During 
her first lactation period she made 21 lbs. butter from 374 
lbs. milk, which we 
considered very 
good, but when she 
continued to make 
86.5 Ibs. butter and 
1577 lbs. milk in 30 
days, we recognized 
her persistent quali 
ties which were 
greater than those of 
any cow we had test 
ed there-tofore. In 
fact, it was this per- 
sistency that led us 
to carry her for the 
year. She was the 
nly cow that we car- 
ried, and as it was 
more or less of an 
experiment, we were 
not overly interested. 
She was milked 
three times a day 
we had no beets, on- 
ly beet pulp some of 
the time, but she had 
what she wanted oth- 
erwise. She never 
showed any remark- 
able bursts of pro- 
duction through the 
year but milked steadily between 50 and 60 lbs. per day 
never over 65 Ibs. When she had been in test eight months, 
we milked her four times a day to give her a record and 
it will be remembered that her record made at that time 
of 19.19 lbs. butter from 374 Ibs. milk was a world’s record 
for butter and lacked but 4 Ibs. of equaling her earlier milk 
production. She finished her year with 907.3 lbs. butter 
and 19309.7 lbs. milk, her milk record being more than 
51 times her best 7-day production. It was really this pro- 
duction of O. K. L. Pearl Tula that opened our eyes to 
the real value of Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 

She freshened the next year as a 4-year-old and made 
30.63 lbs. butter from 562.5 lbs. milk in 7 days and 127 lbs. 
butter from 2228.3 lbs. milk in 30 days. This record again 
shows her great persistency, for her 30-day record is more 
than four times her best 7-day production. We did not 
carry her for the year at this time, because we wanted to 
get her with calf early, give her a rest and try her again 
as a 5-year-old. At her next freshening she was 5 years 
2 months of age. In her first 7 days on test she made 
33.62 lbs. butter from 556.6 lbs. milk. Our supervisor had 
instructions to leave on the 20th of December, just after 
Pearl Tula had finished eight days. As breeders will re- 
member, there was a great shortage of men in December 
1918, and Professor Wing, to make his supervisors cover 
as much territory as possible only allowed them to stay 
, ten days at one place. This accounts for our being forced 
to discontinue O. K. L. Pearl Tula after she had shown 
every promise of making an exceptionally large record. We 
were fortunate enough to get another supervisor in January

following. We had continued to milk Pearl Tula four times 
a day while we had no tester, so that when the second 
man arrived, we immediately placed her on test, just one 
month after she had freshened. She milked better than 
100 lbs. a day and finished a record of 35.42 Ibs. butter 
from 709.3 lbs. milk in 7 days and 139.5 lbs. butter from 
2780.7 lbs. milk in a month. It must be remembered that 
this 30-day record was completed two months after she 
had freshened and proves more forcibly than words of ours 
what a great cow O. K. K. Pearl Tula is. It was decided 
to run her semi-officially for the year, and during the time 
she was making her record she milked well over 90 lbs. a 
day for several months. After she had been on test eleven 
months, she was given an official 7-day record and made 
better than 20 lbs. butter and 427.6 lbs. milk, finishing this 
record just two weeks previous to the completion of her 
year. It will be noted that in this strictly official test, made 
eleven months after freshening she was going better than 
a 1000-lb. clip and is but additional evidence of how closely 
she reproduced her average weekly production for the 
whole year.

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For the Good of the Holstein Breed 


NDER the above caption we present on another page 
l a letter from Mr. J. T. Williams of Illinois, who 

makes some concrete suggestions that he believes 
would work out to the lasting advantage of the Holstein 
industry. We agree with Mr. Williams in the fundamental 
purpose of his letter which, as we see it, is to lodge a pro- 
test against abnormality. On that proposition we do not 
believe there would be very much difference of opinion, but 
when you go into the question further and attempt to de- 
fine “abnormality” and specify just exactly what is meant 
by it in connection with the Holstein business, and then 
work out methods to improve and strengthen the present 
conditions, we at once run counter to very decided dif- 
ferences of opinion. 

In the first place, what do we mean by “abnormal’’? 
Webster defines it as an adjective meaning irregular, de- 
formed, unnatural, departing from a type, standard or 
rule, exceptional, out of the common.” When we stop to 
consider that the cow in her natural state produced only 
enough milk for the use of her offspring, which helped itself 
at will, we must realize that all of the present-day repre- 
sentatives of the improved dairy breeds are abnormal, in 
a strict interpretation of the term. We mention this aspect 
of the situation simply to make clear the difficulty of 
drawing the line of demarkation between what may reas- 
onably be regarded as normal production and what is 
abnormal. Certainly, we cannot say that because compara- 
tively few Holstein cows normally test over 4 per cent, 
that we shall pass a regulation scaling down to 4 per cent 
all animals of our breed that show an actual percentage 
above that figure. Perhaps the most potent reason why 
we ought not to adopt this suggestion is that the position 
which Holstein men have been fighting for, for years and 
years, and which is coming very generally to be accepted, 
is that no standard should be adopted prohibiting the sale of 
the pure unadulterated product of the dairy cow,and if 
we make this idea “stick” with respect to milk that tests be- 
low 3 per cent, or whatever standards are set up in the 
various states, we can not consistently set up a standard 
prohibiting full credit for fat production above certain maxi- 
mum standards. 

Right here we believe it is pertinent to state that our 
breeders are becoming more and more appreciative of the 
necessity of a proper balance, not only in our records, but 
in the animal herself. In short, in order to secure the 
highest consideration and commendation, the records must 
show plenty of milk in connection with the butter pro- 
duction, and most important of all, the cow must individ- 
ually look the part. The fact that our breeders are paying 
more attention to these phases of the situation, and are 
backing their judgment with their money, is perhaps the 
strongest reason why the development of the future is 
likely to be along saner and more constructive lines. 

The remedy, we believe, lies in a gradual evolution 
away from extreme abnormality in our records and toward 
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greater attention to the matter of individuality. By sycp 
a course we believe the breed will get farther than wou 
be possible through taking drastic action, which tears 
down the very foundation that the breed is built on today, 
and endeavors to build up something else out of the wreck. 
age, no matter how sound may be the system of recop. 
struction. In other words, we believe it would be a serioug 
mistake to discontinue making and thus practically dig. 
crediting the great mass of short time and long time records 
that now stand as a monument to the achievements of the 
Holstein breed. They are far too great an asset to the 
industry to be scrapped—and we would in effect be doing 
just that by discontinuing them and withdrawing our support 
from them. We believe there is no justification for cop. 
demning our past system of records simply because of a few 
abuses that have crept in, nor that public confidence jp 
our present classes and conditions of making records is 
shaken. Recent public sales prices do not indicate any such 
condition. We are inclined to believe also that there is 
much less of the sort of manipulation that Mr. Williams 
describes in connection with our Holstein records today 
than most of us think. There has been so much discussion 
of outright fraud and extreme abnormality that we are in- 
clined to overlook the fact that the very great majority 
of the hundreds and thousands of Holstein records are a 
fair and normal indication of what that cow is able to do 
under favorable conditions. Similarly we believe there js 
no real quarrel between the advocates of the long-time and 
short-time tests—there is plenty of room and plenty of 
opportunity for both of them—both have served and are 
serving a very important purpose in the development of the 
breed. Just because a few breeders have radical views on 
the subject is not sufficient to convince the very great ma- 
jority of our breeders that either should be done away 
with. 

This would suggest the question of whether or not 
we would be increasing the chances of success for the 
small breeder, or if we would be making a move in the 
direction of advancement for the breed as a whole, if we 
adopted any regulations which would make it impossible 
for our cows to work under the most favorable conditions. 
While there may be some occasion for adopting regulations 
that will recognize some of the limitations of the small 
breeder who is his own manager and herdsman, we would 
question very seriously if the suggestion to limit milking 
of cows on either short or long time tests to not more 
than three times per day, would accomplish the desired 
end. Would anything be gained by attempting to throttle 
the initiative of the progressive breeder, whether he be 
large or small? Are we going to help the progress of the 
breed if we say by our regulations that the ambitious 
breeders who are striving earnestly for places in the front 
rank must slow up their operations to the speed of the 
men who are content to move at a less rapid pace. Real 
progress comes from establishing high standards which are 
set up as an inspiration and a mark for others to aim at. 
Would it not be as reasonable to argue that because so 
many of our breeders are not in a position to fit their ani- 
mals for the show ring, or even to exhibit them at all, 
that the breeders that were in a position and had the 
facilities to take their animals out to the shows should be 
required to bring them out for exhibition in their every- 
day working clothes? Unreasonable as this proposition 
sounds, we believe it expresses a case practically parallel 
to the one under consideration. 

Mr. Williams carries the idea, in the early part of his 
communication, that under present conditions, the business 
of breeding purebred Holsteins is not profitable for the 
small breeder. From our observation of conditions and the 
situation with respect to large breeders and small, we 
are inclined to disagree with this implication. It must 
be realized that some men would make a failure of what- 
ever business they went into regardless of the conditions 
that surround it. We can adopt no general regulations that 
will guarantee the success of the breeder who fails to use 
ordinary business sense in carrying on his breeding opera 
tions. With the demand that exists today for purebred and 
grade dairy cattle, and Holsteins in particular, there '§ 
little excuse for the man who complains that the cards are 
stacked against him and that he cannot withstand the 
competition. The chief trouble with a great many of the 
men who are in such a position is a lack of knowledge and 
ability in marketing their animals. The market is there, 
the demand is there, and through organization, the prob- 
lem is going to be worked out. 

As we have pointed out heretofore, we believe too mucb 
emphasis is being laid on class distinction in the Holstei 
industry. True, we have our men of wealth engaged ac 
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tively in the Holstein breeding business, and we have our 
small breeders who depend on the Holstein cow for their 
livelihood. But there is no reason why their interests 
should be at all antagonistic, because neither can achieve 
the greatest success without the other, and in reality, 
their interests are mutual. There are, of course, certain 
kinds of records, and certain methods of testing that 
are perhaps too confining and cause too much extra labor 
to be practical for the man who is doing all his own work. 
That consideration, however, we cannot believe to be 
sufficient to warrant throwing out or denying recognition 
to these valuable records. Would it not be more construc- 
tive to retain what we have that is of value in our Ad- 
yanced Registry system—and we do not believe that any- 
one can successfully dispute the value to the breed of the 
records as a Whole, both long-time and short-time, that 
compose our Advanced Registry at present—and develop 
such special classifications as may be necessary to take 
care of the breeder who is desirous of making long-time 
records on his cows and has other things to attend to him- 
self besides looking after a string of test cows. We refer 
specifically to the suggestion recently offered by E. D. 
Upton regarding reclassification of the ten-months test to 
take care of the breeders who wish to milk their cows 
twice or three times a day during the ten months period. 
We believe something along that line offers the real solu- 
tion to the problem under discussion, and we ask the co- 
operation of all our breeders in working out definite regu- 
lations along this line that will make any new classifica- 
tions adopted of the greatest possible value to the indus- 
try. By adding the requirements that a cow to qualify 
in the ten-months division must freshen again within 
fourteen months from previous freshening, we added a 
provision that is a big step in advance toward making the 
long-time test more practical. Even before the addition 
of that provision, the figures show that this test was ap- 
pealing to the small breeders—the men who were milking 
the cows themselves. In order to check up on this point, 
we recently made a compilation of the breeders appearing 
with records in the prize list for last year, in the 7-day 
division, the full year division, and the 10 months division. 
It was of course impossible for us to separate them accu- 
rately into the two classifications, i.e., those who milked 
the cows themselves and those who hired it done. As near- 
ly as we could determine, however, and we believe the 
estimate is fairly close—about 27 per cent of the records 
appearing in the prize list in the 7-day division last year 
were make by the so-called small breeders. In the yearly 
division, the percentage dropped to 16 per cent, while in 
the 10 months division it was 34 per cent, the highest of 
the three. It will be recalled that these figures were es- 
tablished before the addition of the calving requirement, 
which took place last June, so that even under present con- 
ditions and without the addition of any extra classification, 
as suggested by Mr. Upton, we find the 10-months test is 
achieving a considerable measure of popular favor among 
the small breeders. These figures do not indicate to us 
the propriety of changing the name to “long pocketbook” 
records. If we adopt some such form of reclassification, 
there is no question but that a great number of cows will 
be given records that would otherwise remain untested, 
and while the class C performances made on two milkings 
a day, would undoubtedly fail to receive the full recognition 
due them in comparison with records made under four 
times a day handling, nevertheless they would add materi- 
ally to the value of such cows and make them and their 
offspring bring prices far greater than would be the case 
if such records were entirely lacking. 

To sum the whole thing up, it seems to us that our 
breeders get returns from their connection with the Hol- 
stein industry just about in proportion to the amount of 
business energy and sound judgment they display in look- 
ae, their part of it. The man who expects to get 

ung for nothing is bound to be disappointed in the 
Holstein business just the same as he is in every other 
leet ones, and the man who would depend upon 
po a ation to make his business a success, is just as cer- 
aly fore-doomed to failure. 


Guernsey Board Acts on Evidence 


N view of the testing episode that is now engaging our 
attention in the Holstein industry, we believe our read- 
cen will be especially interested in the following report, 
the ring-in a late issue of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, 
official publication of the Guernsey breed: 
. Report of the Advanced Register Committee 
Nearly a year ago the attention of the Executive 
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Committee was called to some records which contained 
certain features that were suspicious. A careful ana- 
lysis of these records has been made, and the result 
of this investigation is as follows: 

1. The Committee have found that certain records 
being made at the farm of J. A. Miller, Nazareth, 
Pennsylvania, shall de disallowed. The Committee 
understand that the work at this farm was carried on 
by the herdsman without the personal supervision of 
Mr. Miller. 

2. The Committee have found that certain records 
being made at Brookmead Farm, Devon, Pennsylvania, 
shall be disallowed. The evidence indicated that sam- 
ples had been tampered with by one of the milkers, and 
Mr. Thomson, when the matter was brought to his at- 
tention, discharged him. 

3. The Committee found that records made by L. D. 
Smith, Berkeley, California, contain certain irregulari- 
ties in the daily milk sheets, and these records have 
been disallowed and further work at this farm suspend- 
ed. 

4. The Committee have found that the record of 
a cow made at the Fernbrook Farm, Albany, New York, 
shall be disallowed, as it is consideretl an inaccurate 
record of the cow’s performance. 

The Committee greatly regret the necessity for dis- 
allowing these records, but are of the opinion that the 
best interests of the breed should require that every 
record shall be absolutely above question. 

The Committee desire the active cooperation of all 
breeders to the end that no record shall be published 
which is not above every suspicion.” 

We wish to commend the Board of Officers of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club on their courage in taking 
definite action based on the facts brought out by their 
investigation. Evidently the Guernsey people realize that 
the only way to maintain public confidence—that necessary 
element in the success of any industry—is to establish be- 
yond question the integrity of their records, for when they 
were satisfied that certain records were incorrectly or 
fraudulently made, they did not hesitate to strike them off 
the books. Evidently also they did not have the restraining 
influence of an injunction order in considering and acting 
upon the evidence.

She has appeared on the association prize list no less than 
seven times in her two lactation periods, her total winnings 
amounting to $160.50. She was bred and developed by 
R. J. Schaefer of Appleton, Wis., one of the directors of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. Her sire, 
Sir Johanna Piebe, has two other 1000 lb. daughters and 
five more with records of 800 to 907 lbs., and her dam has 
a seven-day record made quite a good many years ago of 
very close to 28 lbs. Johanna Piebe White is a real pro- 
ducer as evidenced by her long string of great records, 
and that she is a real cow may be seen from a study of her 
picture on the front cover this week.

in the county. He urged the advantage of semi-official 
testing, as a cheap advertisement and a good investment, 
and encouragement of “S. O.” work was adopted as one 
of the projects of the club for the coming season. Careful 
selection of individuals for county Holstein sales will be 
undertaken, and members will be urged to place their 
herds on the federal accredited list of cattle free from 
tuberculosis. The club was organized under the plan of- 
fered by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, with 
which it will be affiliated, and another meeting will be held 
January 28, when a regular educational program for meet- 
ings will be adopted and other projects offered by the 
extension service of the national association will be under- 
taken. Holstein breeders in Whatcom county are numeri- 
mally far ahead of enthusiasts for other breeds, and the 
number of purebred black and whites outnumbers probably 
three to one those of any other dairy breed, but Holstein 
interests have been slow to organize. It is the plan of 
the new club to put Whatcom county distinctly “on the 
map” as a center for Holstein cattle. 
Others present at the meeting, besides the officers

MINNESOTA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS HOLD ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders Association was held at the University Farm at 
Crookston with about 250 members present. A fominat- 
ing committee consisting of Mr. Hackney, Mr. Melin ané 
Mr. Scott nominated the following men as directors, whi 
were duly elected by unanimous vote: Mr. Martig, Mr. 
Lashbrook, Mr. Irwin, Mr. Hackney, Mr. Schroeéer, Mr 
Boeckmann, Mr. Scott, Axel Hanson, A. R. Knutson, Ray 
Donovan, W. S. Moscrip, Henry Borgmann, V. S. Culver, 
Kk. T. Winship and E. J. Brosius. 

After listening to the reports of the various officers, and 
chairman of committees, all of which were approved, 
Secretary B. D. Scott addressed the meeting, strongl) 
advising the need of more advertising within the state and 
real extension work among the breeders. The offer of Mr. 
W. F. Schilling of Northfield and Mr. J. C. Marlow of 
Mankato, to send the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian to all the 
banks in the state, was declined with thanks, 33 members 
volunteering to make up the amount required. 

Upon the recommendation of Mr. J. M. Hackney, chair- 
man of the resolutions committee, a resolution was adopted, 
to be sent to the National Association for consideration, 
calling for three classes of A. R. O. work, in accordance 
with the Upton suggestion, the formation of the three 
classes, A, B and C, depending upon whether the cow 1s 
milked 4 times, 3 times, or 2 times a day. It was also 
moved and carried that the association adopt a resolution. 
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askirg the legislature for an increase in the indemnity for 
tubercular pure breds, tiie president being authorized to 
appoint a committee to decide upon the correct amount 
for which to ask, and to place the matter before the 
legislature. ; 

It was also voted upon the motion of Mr. Hackney to 
send a resolution to the congressmen of the state urging an 
increase in salary for the inspectors and veterinarians who 
were working on tuberculosis eradication in the state of 
Minnesota, and the transfer of funds for operating expense 
in this work. This motion was made after a short 
address by Dr. Fretz, head of the Federal Tuberculosis 
Eradication work in Minnesota, who stated that the govern- 
ment appropriation of only $500,000 for operating expenses, 
which would mean that the number of veterinarians would 
have to be cut down 50 per cent. It was also voted upon the 
motion of Mr. W. S. Moscrip that a clause be inserted in 
the by-laws of the association requiring all members of the 
state association to apply to the Live Stock Sanitary Board 
for federal and state tests of his herd. 

The association met again that evening at the St. Paul 
Athletic Club where a very enjoyable smoker was held. 
President Winship was authorized to buy gold watches for 
Mr. Marlow, Mr. Melin and Mr. Scott, the efficient sale 
committee that had charge of the state sale at Moorhead 
last summer.

NATIONAL DAIRY COUNCIL HOLDS ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The annual meeting of the National Dairy Council was 
held December 4th at Chicago. The meeting was largely 
attended, the representatives coming from all parts cf 
the country, every branch of the industry being repre- 
sented. 

A complete report of the work of the council during the 
last six months, during which time President M. D. Munn 
has: been actively connected with the council, was given 

The report showed that the council has done _ con- 
siderable publicity work in an effort to educate the public 
to a keener appreciation and greater use of milk, butter, 
ice cream and cheese. More than a dozen different posters 
and booklets have been published by the council. Two 9i 
the posters are in colors, size 20 x 30 inches, one featuring 
milk, butter, ice cream and cheese and their relation to 
human welfare and national efficiency, and the other 
illustrating the magic of milk with a unique fairy scene. 
Four other posters, 22x58 inches, are plain, setting forth 
in graphic form food comparisons (showing the economy 
of milk, butter, ice cream and cheese). How to Spend 
Your Money for Best Results in Purchasing Food, The 
Efficiency of the Dairy Cow as a Producer of Human 
Food in Comparison with other Domestic Animals, and 
the Population Increase in the United States in Comparison 
with the Increase in the Number of Dairy Cows in the 
United States in the last five years. 

The last two posters are primarily to stimulate pro- 
duction, while all the others are intended to increase con- 
sumption. 

Among the pamphiets and booklets published by the 
council are the following: (1) A dairy recipe book con- 
taining 132 recipes, showing how to prepare delicious, 
appetizing, palatable, and economical food dishes from 
milk, butter, ice cream and cheese; (2) Recipes for de- 
licious milk drinks; (3) Dr. McCollum’s address. on 
milk, the Necessary Food for Growth and Health; (4) 
Plan of the National Dairy Council. 

A fifth pamphlet is on the press at the present time. 
entitled Plain Food Facts. It is especially suitable for 
distribution in every home in the country. It consists of 
eight pages and is full of interesting and valuable charts 
and facts about milk, butter, ice cream and cheese whic, 
every consumer should know. 

President Munn further reported that envelope in- 
serts of the large eight-colored milk bottle poster have been 
prepared, on the back of which are facts and information 
on milk, butter, ice cream, or all taken together and 
including ¢heese. 

This material is being distributed to the educational 
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ugencies throughout the country, including the schools, the 
county agents, the home demonstration agents, the state 
workers, and the national agents, also to those engaged in 
the industry and to any others who might desire the same. 

Other publicity work has been carried on by the council, 
including the preparation of material suitable for newes- 
papers and farm bureau bulletins, displays at fairs and 
shows, and circular letters. 

The National Dairy Council is fast receiving the 
financial support of the _ industry. Being purely an 
educational organization, operating without profit, any and 
all educational agencies can well afford to co-operate with 
the council, as can every person engaged in the industry. 

Other than publicity work, President Munn reported 
that the council has done considerable organization work 
throughout the country. 

Plans for 1920 were outlined, which includes the follow- 
ing: 

1. City Milk Campaign Work. 

2 Press Publicity. 

3. Preparation and Distribution of Educational Materia] 

for the Consuming Public. (In connection with this 
a unique and most valuable poster was presented, 
suitable for the schools. It is planned to place one 
of these in every school house in the country. Co- 
operation on the part of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and U. S. Bureau of Education is al- 
ready assured.) 

4. Organization. 

5. Miscellaneous.

nvead the message of the importance of milk and its 
roducts into every home in the country. Then, and only 
then, can the American Nation develop to the fullest 
‘orroen and continue to hold its place as a world power.

AY I make some suggestions for 
M the consideration of your read- 

ers that while at first glance 
may seem very radical and absolutely 
destructive are nevertheless the out- 
line of a course of policy that I believe 
if followed for five years would prove 
to be constructive instead of destruc- 
tive and of untold benefit to not only 
the Holstein breed but the entire 
dairy industry of this country. Cer- 
tain happenings of last summer make 


this a particularly opportune time to 
make the changes suggested in this 
article 

On one point I think all of us in- 
terested in the Holstein breed can 
agree and that is that the primary 


business of the Holstein cow is: first, 
to produce milk that can be sold at a 
profit, and second, to produce calves 
that may be raised and sold at a profit. 
To put it concisely the business of the 
Holstein cow on this earth is to pro- 
duce and reproduce at a profit. 

If a cow can not produce milk at a 
profit she has no excuse to live and 
is a liability instead of an asset not 
only to her owner but to the nation. 
If she can not reproduce herself so 
that at least her female offspring can 
be sold at a profit, then what is the 
use of keeping up her registration pa- 
pers or going to the expense of main- 
taining a purebred herd? 

In other words if her produce can 
not be sold at a profit she is no bet- 
ter or not worth any more money 
than a grade cow that will produce 
milk equally as well. 

Starting then on the proposition that 
the Holstein cow to deserve a place in 
this country must be able to produce 
and reproduce both at a profit, have we 
as breeders during the last few years 
guided our operations with those two 
things as our principal aim? 

Primarily the Advanced Registry 
Department of our Association was 
established with the view of aiding 
and assisting the breeders to accom- 
plish the profitable production of milk 
and the profitable sale of their cattle. 


And for many years the Advanced 
Registry Department unquestionably 
assisted and aided in this laudable 
and desirable purpose. It is not the 
fault of the Advanced Registry De- 
partment or its able administration 


that the purposes for which it was in- 
tended have perhaps been gradually 
drawn away from by the breeders 
themselves. 

Of all the nations that ever trod the 
globe the American nation has ever 
been characterized by its intense de- 
sire to lead in any or all of its under- 
takings. This characteristic seems to 
be born in most of our people. When 
we get started in a thing we ofttime 
carry it to extremes. This do-or-die 
desire to lead—to beat the other fel- 
low to it—is shown time and again 
in all lines of American business en- 
terprise. And it is not too much to 
say that in the race for supremacy 
many of the breeders of Holstein cat- 
tle have drawn far away from the 
original purpose of the Advanced Reg- 


istry. 


In our mad race to stand in the front 
rank we have not stopped to consider 
whether what we were really doing 
was for the best interests of the 
breed in so long as we could get a cow 
to produce more pounds of butter in 
one day, seven days, thirty days, or a 
year, than some other man’s cow had 
produced. If we could not develop a 
great cow, we did the next best thing. 
We scrambled over each other to buy 
something closely related to her in 
order that our herd might shine by 
the reflected glory of this cow. 

Some breeder discovered that by 
drying a cow off several months be- 
fore she freshened and loading her 
with soft fat and then feeding her a 
narrow ration immediately after she 
freshened that for seven days or 
longer the butter fat content of her 
milk was largely increased. As soon 
as the rest of the breeders got wise 
everybody that had the time or the 
money and could successfully fit their 
cows commenced to fit them. It did 
not work out in all cases but in a lot 
of cases it did. The result was that 
some cows that under normal average 
test of their milk were unable to make 
twenty pounds of butter in seven days 
were by this process of fitting put into 
the twenty-five pound class or in many 
cases even higher. It raised the nor- 
mally twenty-five pound cow into the 
thirty-pound class or better. And the 
breeders who for any reason were not 
doing testing of their own or were 
unable to properly fit cows fell over 
each other to pay good prices for 
the produce of the cows that had made 
their records through this process of 
fitting. 

Then some other enterprising breed- 
er discovered that by loading a cow 
with hard fat and failing to breed her 
that she could make a much larger 
record for a year than she would have 
made under normal conditions. 

They also found out that if they 
would milk a yearly cow fou. times a 
day for the principal part cf her lacta- 
tion period that this wotud make a 
considerable difference in her totat 
yield, and those who could afford to 
pay the necessary labor to have it 
done started in milking long-time cows 
four times a day. 

All these things were legitimate and 
allowable and done with the general 
knowledge of the rank and file of the 
Holstein breeders, but the mad 
race went on and the premium for the 
produce of extreme record cows be- 
came higher and higher it now appears 
that in some instances men resorted 
to other methods to obtain large rec- 
ords. And finally an explosion came. 
it happened that the explosion related 
to seven-day records. It is not my in- 
tention in any way to discuss that ex- 
posure, I only cite it for the purpose 
of what follows. May I say in passing 
that the attempt on the part of some 
of our scientific men, college profes- 
sors and some breeders to make it ap- 
pear that these foul practices could on- 
ly have been used in the making of sev- 
en-day records or would be more 
easily used in the making of seven-day 


as 


records than they could have been in 
the making of long-time records js 
sheer nonsense and any man who ar- 
gues to the contrary either is densely 
ignorant or so violently prejudiced 
that his statements should be passed 
unnoticed. 

This brings me to the radical sug- 
gestions which I have to make. 

Suggestion No. 1 is that as we all 
frankly admit that it is an exceptional 
Holstein cow that tests over four per 
cent under normal conditions, that a 
rule be passed that on either short or 
long-time test no cow be credited with 
an average of over four per cent on 
the amount of milk produced. 

Suggestion No. 2 is that no cow on 
official test be milked more than three 
times in each twenty-four hours for 
either short or long-time period. 

In dairy practice for the production 
of market milk three times is the 
limit that any producers of market 
milk ever attempt to milk their cows 
as a business proposition. If we are 
going to breed Holsteins as a business 
proposition, then let us confine our- 
selves strictly to business practices 
which will give the man of limited 
means the same opportunity to com- 
pete from a record standpoint with the 
man of wealth. Let us make it possible 
for the man who operates his farm as 
a strictly business proposition to com- 
pete from the standpoint of making 
records with the man who runs his 
farm as a hobby regardless of the cost. 
The following of these two rules would 
go a long way toward that desirable 
consummation, as it would eliminate 
the excessive fitting of cows and the 
expense of the same. It would cut the 
necessity of hiring special milkers to 
milk test cows and relieve the men 
who were milking test cows of the un- 
pleasant sensation of when they start- 
ed upstairs to go to bed after having 
finished one round of milking to meet 
themselves coming downstairs to get 
started on the next milking. 

From a dairy standpoint the prac- 
tice of milking cows four times in 
twenty-four hours is not only unusual, 
unnatural and unprofitable but is in 
fact contrary to nature of both man 
and beast and in the end nature al- 
Ways punishes those who deliberately 
interfere with her and rebel against 
her. Then why continue a_ practice 
that is admittedly in the end detrimen- 
tal to the health of the man who 
milks, the cow herself and the breed as 
a whole? It has no foundation upon 
good dairy practice and is simply an- 
other extreme that we have been car- 
ried to in our mad race for records 
and should unquestionably be discon- 
tinued. 

Suggestion No. 3 is to require any 
cow making a long-distance record to 
give birth to a calf within thirteen 
months of her last freshening. This 
will force our breeders to keep repro- 
ducing as well as producing. We all 
know that it is not a profitable prac- 
tice to keep a dairy cow a year and a 
half or two years between freshening 
periods. In this as in other matters we

Up in the country of the redwoods 
where the Pacific Ocean fog flows in 
and wets the land providing a perpet- 
ual pasture for cows, is located the 
Riverview Farm herd of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle. F. C. Fisher is president 
of the company and Mr. and Mrs. R. 
I’. Fisher are in direct charge of the 
farm and the cows. 

This herd is of much interest in 
California and the work of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fisher is of great value to the 
breed, for they have introduced the 
black and white into a great dairying 
country where other breeds have pre- 
dominated heretofore. Humboldt is a 
great Jersey region made so because 
of the fact that until a few years ago 
it had only water communication with 
the outside world and the dairymen 
there all imported their bulls from the 
Ladd Estate of Oregon and _ they 
reached Humboldt by steamer from 
Portland to Eureka. 

Humboldt is an outstanding dairy 
county, one of the first three in Cali- 
fornia, before Imperial and Stanislaus 
introduced irrigation so extensively, it 
was first.

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The Feed Situation 
(Continued from page 20.) 


I believe if you will look back about 
five or six yeur's and see what you were 
paying for this kind of a mixture, and 
the price you are getting for your 
milk, that your milk prices are not out 
of line with the price of the feed. Now, 
if you grow this corn and oats, there 
is certainly a profit in growing it, 
and selling it to your dairy at $50 a 
ton, but if you don’t grow it, some oth- 
er farmer is making this profit. 

You are also selling your farm 
roughage to the dairy at pretty fair 
prices. Ensilage has no market value, 
but you do know what it costs to pro- 
duce it, and you know also, if you 
didn’t grow ensilage, an acre of land 
would produce a certain percentage of 
profit in growing something else, and 
you are entitled to just as much profit 
off that acre of land growing one 
thing as another. The same is true of 
hay, which, while it has a market 
price, doesn’t mean that all the farm 
hay could ever be sold. It has to be 
used where it is grown, or it has no 
particular value. 

I am not trying to get into a discus- 
sion of how much profit there is in 
making milk. Sometimes there is some 
and sometimes there is none. It all 
depends on whether a man has good 
cows and is a good manager, or has 
poor cows and is a poor manager, and 
sometimes there are other things 
which unfortunately keep him from 
making a living profit, but I do be- 
lieve the farmer is getting a pretty 
square deal in selling his milk at the 
present time, for fortunately some of 
the feed is low priced, like corn and 
oats. 

We have a pretty fair corn crop this 
year, but I don’t thing it is a bumper 
crop. We must not forget that when 
the Government says we have grown 
2,900,000,000 bushels of corn, that 
about 700,000,000 of this is not corn 
grain, but will go into the silos in 
the shape of ensilage, and ensilage is, 
of course, a roughage or hay substi- 
tute. 

It looks like we are growing less 
corn grain and more ensilage every 
year, which is a good thing. We were 
so short of corn last year that it was 
hardly obtainable, and we had to eat 
up nearly all our oats and barley last 
summer to get along. 

You are, of course, always interested 
in what prices are going to do. It is 
a large order for anyone to make a 
prediction. A feed manufacturer has 
to be right on the question of prices 
most of the time, or the sheriff and 
the poorhouse would be waiting for 
him. There is nothing in the world 
handled so cheaply or on so small 
margin of profit as grain and feed. 
Once in a lifetime, like the last war 
period, prices keep on going up most 
of the time and it was very difficult 
for any sane man who dealt in these 
commodities to lose any money, but 
year in and year out, there are just as 
many downs as there are ups, and 
there is no business I know of in which 
you can work for eleven months, and 
lose everything you have made in the 
twelfth month, other than that of 
feed mdnufacturing. The daily fluctu- 
ations in feeds are 2 to 3 per cent and 
this is more than the average profit 
that is made in handling them. 
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We are not of the opinion that any 
commodities are going down for a 
long time to come. They will go down 
some time, but it is not desirable that 
they should go down now, because if 
prices go down, we will have to cut 
everybody’s wages, and there will be 
a great deal of distress, while the re- 
adjustment is being made. If this hap- 
pens gradually, it will not be so se- 
rious. Royal Meeker, of the United 
States Bureau of Census, says that 
prices will not go down, and as he is 
a statistician and a student, his judg- 
ment is worthy of some respect. Some 
of our Government officials, mostly 
lawyers, have predicted right along 
that prices would go down, and as 
they are not practical men, there is 
no reason to pay any attention to their 
guessing, as that is all it is. It is 
quite possible that prices may even 
go higher before the winter is over. 
In the first place, bran is almost sure 
to go higher, as we have a short wheat 
crop, especially in the northwest. Good 
wheat is selling at over $3.40 a bushel 
or over $110 a ton in Minneapolis. 
Bran is selling at nearly $10 a ton 
under the price of cornmeal. In the 
past, bran has usually sold at any- 
where between 60 and 80 per cent of 
the price of wheat. 

There will not be any more cotton- 
seed meal produced. Our western lin- 
seed is about all crushed up, and for 
the rest of the winter, we will have to 
draw our linseed meal from the east. 
Freight rates are going to advance 
some more, of course, because, while 
everything else is doubled since the 
war, freight rates have only come up 
50 per cent, and it is to be expected 
that they will also double. Taxes keep 
on increasing, and they generally fall 
on the necessities of life chiefly, so it 
is a very safe estimate that prices will 
be higher before they are lower. 

This does not suspend the law of 
supply and demand. There is nothing 
to prevent prices taking backward 
slumps in the spring or summer, or 
any other season of the year, except 
the winter time, but if they go down, 
they will go up again. 

The best time to buy dairy feed is 
usually in the early summer. Nine 
years out of ten, a man makes good 
interest by doing it.

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More Test Question Letters 


In Defense of the Seven Day Test 


Since the exposure of the Cole fraud 
nearly every farm and dairy paper 
have discussed the seven-day test. 
Most of them throwing discredit on it 
and advocating its discontinuance. As 
| disagree with them in many points I 
would like to point out some reasons 
why we should not discontinue the 
seven day test. 

Last year over 1700 breeders made 
seven day tests. Of this number but 
150 made yearly records. 

In the short time test the most of 
the cows are cared for by the owner. 


The testing is done in the winter 
months when farm work is not so 
strong. The cows making yearly 


records we find are owned largely by 
men of wealth who keep Holsteins for 
a hobby and make their money from 
some other source. There are but few 
veteran breeders who are ableto make 
yearly records from the income of 
their Holsteins. To make _ yearly 
records it requires the entire time 
of one man to look after eight or ten 
cows. 

Prof. R. R. Graves of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, writing in 
Hoard’s Dairyman, tries to prove that 
it does not, but Prof. Graves evidently 
does not advocate the eight hour day 
for the farmer. For the average man 
it will require eight hours out of ev- 
ery twenty-four to milk eight test 
cows four times. This gives him but 
fifteen minutes to milk a cow, weigh 
the milk and record the amount and 
get around to another cow. Then be- 
tween milkings he has stable clean- 
ing, feeding and grooming to do. If 
you take actual facts I think you will 
find he is getting in around 12 hours 
per day. 

There is keen competition in this 
testing game and if the farmer is go- 
ing to make a success of it his records 
must compare favorably with those 
made by the breeders of wealth who 
can hire men to do all this work. For 
the past few years the farmer has 
found it impossible to hire labor to 
get his farm work done, to say noth- 
ing of testing a bunch of cows for 365 
days. When the business man and 
the manufacturer complain that the 
best of their men are leaving and gv- 
ing to work on the farms where they 
are getting better pay and more desir- 
able work, then you will know that the 
farmer is in good shape to make year- 
ly records. 

Some people claim that the seven 
day records are so misleading that 
they are a detriment instead of bene- 
fit to us. 

Let us consider some of our 
Holsteins: nine of the breed have 
produced over 30,000 Ibs. of milk in 
one year 37 have produced over 1000 
Ibs. of butterfat in a year. If you 
will combine the registry of merit rec- 
ords of all the other breeds you can- 
not pick out 46 such yearly records. 
The other breeds have never made any 
short time records, and their construc- 
tive breeding is based entirely upon 
yearly work. Now let us look into 
the breeding of these thirty-seven 
1000 lb. butterfat. Holsteins; trace 
each animal’s breeding back for 6 gen- 
erations. In six generations back of 


best 


the 37 cows are 1147 cows. Of this 
number we find that over 95% have 
nothing better than a 7 day record. 
Neighbor breeder, has the 7 day rec- 
ord led us very far out of the way? 
The 7 day record has enabled us to try 
out a far larger percentage of our 
cows than would have been possible 
had we confined ourselves to yearly 
work. The big breeder and the little 
breeder have both taken an active 
part in the work, while in the other 
breeds it has largely been left to the 
breeder of wealth. 

The yearly test also has some faults 
that we must not fail to consider. In 
speaking of yearly test nearly every 
one refers to the semi-official test as 
the strictly official test is too expen- 
sive even for the rich. In the semi- 
official test but 24 days out of the 
year or two days of each month are 
under supervision. Each month in 
nearly every case a different supervis- 
or makes the test. A New York 
State breeder who has been making 
long time tests for a number of yean, 
informs me that with but one excep- 
tion has he seen a supervisor for the 
second time. This leaves plenty of 
room for dishonest work if any one 
wishes to do it. 

We find the birth rate with cows 
making yearly records to be low as 
compared with those making short 
time records. The cows on yearly 
test are often not bred until near the 
end of the year. If they had been 
bred three or four months after fresh- 
ening their records would probably be 
about one-half what they are, and the 
cow is producing less than half the 
number of calves she should. The 
record is just as misleading as a 
short time record could possibly be. 

It has only been within the last 
few years that the majority of our 
breeders could afford a herd sire from 
even a 7-day record cow. If we dis- 
continue the 7-day test they will be 
forced to use sires from untested cows 
and those who do buy a sire froin a 
tested dam will have to pay the mil- 
lionaire breeder the price of a car load 
of untested females to secure one. The 
seven day test has many valuable 
lessons for the beginner that will help 
him in yearly work and under the pres- 
ent conditions of labor is the only pos- 
sible test for the average breeder. I 
think it would be much better for our 
farm papers to encourage rather than 
discourage it at the present time.

Noyes Advocates Changing Milkers on 

Retest 
Editor World: 

Each issue of your paper contains a 
page or two devoted to discussion or 
the relative merits of the short and 
long ‘time tests. 

Much of the discussion is more or 
less idle because there is great value 
in both tests. We should not even con- 
sider the discontinuance of the short 
time test and we certainly want to 
encourage long time testing. Our cows 
are capable in either style of competi- 
tion and all strictly honest tests, 


whether for 7 days, 30 days, 100 days 
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or longer are of value. The important 
thing is to so safeguard our tests ot 
every class that the records may, in 
the future, always be above suspicion, 

It seems to me there is one little 
rule we could make which would for- 
ever place our records on a higher 
plane as to reliability and would in 
fact be of great benefit to all con. 
cerned. We have elaborate rules for 
the retesting of animals that show 
phenomenal production and we pro. 
vide for special supervision and are 
apparently willing to go to. great 
trouble and expense to prove them out 
but the simple little rule I propose 
would do more to establish confidence 
than all the other precautions put to- 
gether. 

| propose that all retests should be 
conducted with a strange milker, hireg 
either by the association or the Un- 
versity supervising the test. This 
would do away forever with any rub- 
ber bag schemes and would put the 
responsibility for the record squarely 
on the cow where it belongs. 

I would not propose that the feeder 
or caretaker be changed in any way 
and of course, a thoroughly compe- 
tent man would have to be furnished 
to replace the regular milker and per- 
haps some little allowance made for 
the change in milkers, although I be 
lieve there is only very slight danger 
of loss of production from this cause. 

Many will argue that after getting 
their animals up to top milking form, 
they would certainly not want to let 
anyone else milk them. They are 
honest in the belief that this would be 
bad for the cow, but when you come 
to think of it, what would they do if 
they should be taken sick during the 
test or if for some reason they could 
not be there for a milking or two. This 
happens every day and with us, we 
have as many times increased the 
cows production slightly when we 
have changed milkers as we have re- 
duced it. In most such cases there has 
been no noticeable change at all. 

We have a precedent for such a rule 
and one that is very much to the 
point. Everybody familiar with trot- 
ting horse affairs knows that one of 
the fundamental rules adopted for sup- 
pression of fraud is the one which al- 
lows the judges to change drivers 
whenever in their judgment it is neces- 
sary to secure honest work. The case 
is exactly analogous to ours. It may be 
undesirable to get a horse up to top 
form only to have him turned over to 
a new driver on race day, but the rule 
is necessary to keep the game honest 
and is therefore, more important than 
the immediate welfare of any one 
horse or driver. 

The Holstein cow will do the bust- 
ness without any human help beyond 
good care and feeding. Above all 
things, our records must be kept 
honest and must show what the cow 
can do, not the milker.

day test. Does it get, or will it get, 
the breed anything? Is it not des- 
troying confidence in the records made 
whetner long or short? 

The normal function of a dairy cow 
is to produce milk for about ten 
months and to reproduce every 12 
morths, yet we are told that cows are 
being jockeyed, by being turned dry 
after they have been milked six or 
seyen months, and then so fitted that 
they would make a high record for 7 
or 30 days when fresh. The 7-day test 
has been acknowledged to have been 
of value to the breed in the past, but 
is being frowned upon by some t?- 
dav. If it has lost its purpose and has 
fallen into disrepute as claimed, who 
is responsible for the fall? 

If a cow can be manipulated for the 
7 or 50-day divisions, why can’t she 
be manipulated for the 305 or 365-day 
test? It is right and proper that every 
cow that goes on test should be prop- 
erly and scientifically nourished to 
perform the duty that is required of 
her-—but should any cow whether on 
7-day or yearly test be permitted 4 
vacation of five months? 

Is a 35-lb. record made under certail' 
conditions of any more value thar a 
25-lb. record made by a cow that milks 
305 days, or how much more is a 
1000-lb. record as made by some 
breeders as against an 800-lb. record 
where the cow reproduces every 12 
months? In other words, how mucii 
does the public pay for something it 
does not get by the manipulation of 
the professional tester? 

We may be like the little boy who 
came home one day and announced 
that he was going to teach school, and 
when his mother told him that le 
didn’t know enough, he answered that 
you con’t have to know anything, all 
you have to do is ask questions. There 
is no doubt but that hundreds of be- 
ginners in the breeding of dairy cattle 
are turning like questions over in their 
minds and wondering what will be the 
outcome. I personally know of some 
who will not purchase any more 


. foundation stock until this question is 


by the turn in the road, and possibly 
not then. 

Let all the divisions stand, bw 
make the test stand for the cow, and 
not so much for scientific manipula- 
tion, then the public will know that 
they are buying quality and will be 
willing to part with their dollars 
realizing that they are getting value 
received.

A Little Breeder Champions Longer

Editor of the World:— 


As one of the little breeders, I wish 
to say something on the 10 months 
tests. First, we need something as 
suggested to show the number of milk- 
ings per day. That is _ self-evident 
Some claim that the small breeder 
cannot do 10-months tests. I have 
done 7-days for about 4 years and last 
year I did nothing but the 10-months 
and it was the easiest test that I ever 
did. I milked but twice daily. ; 
needed no kindergarten experience 
because I had been doing that for 13 
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years before. The results prove that 
I made a far greater success than ever 
I did in 7 years. They are as fol- 
lows: 

Tidy Korn. Pietje 378700, a junior 
2-year-old, milk 8833.5, fat 292.29 in 
270 days; Hilda Walker Pietje 8281, a 
junior 2-year-old, milk—————, fat 
270.336 in 278 days; Crown Walker 
Pietje Abbekerk 336924, a junior 3- 
year-old, milk 10090.4, fat 329.588 in 
245 davs:Rose Walker Pietje 336926, a 
senior 2-year-old, milk 12331.1, fat 
376.3 in 301 days; Alice Walker Pietje 
336925, a senior 3-year-old, never been 
dry, milk 7145, fat 272.179 in 227 days 
Freshening in 10 months which made 
for her four calves a record in 20 
months and never dry. Crown Butler 
Boy De Kol 241808, 5-vear-old, 12364.7 
Ibs. milk, fat 442.785 in 293 days; 
Crown Jewel De Kol 2nd 164858, 9- 
vear-old, 10987 Ibs. milk, fat 459.062 in 
290 days: Maggie Pauline De_ Kol, 
241811, 5-year-old, 13513.7 Ibs. milk, 
fat 466.456 in 307 days. 

In going through our Advanced 
Registry Bluebook and comparing 
these records with other long time 
records, they are the nearly equal of 
most and average above some. Then 
take into consideration that they were 
milked but twice daily and freshened 
in from 10 to 12 months and they look 
far better. By way of comparison a 
certain 30-lb. cow that made 650 Ibs. in 
12 mo. is not as good as one of mine 
that made 583 Ibs. in 10 months on 2 
milkings a day. But their 7-days 
would not look nearly as well as it 
would be doubtful if she would have 
made for me 25 lb. I do all my milking 
in fact these records were made with a 
milking machine. Personally, T can 
see no reason why the small breeder 


need fear the long time test. In fact, 
all is to his advantage. Our cows 
will compare more favorably. The 


T-days needs special and expert care. 
While you milk your cows for the 
year anyway, why not then test for a 
year and above all there won’t be any 
abnormal fat tests and if there is 
look out. What we want is a breed of 
cows giving 60 to 70 Ibs. of as near 
as can be of 4 per cent milk, and hold- 
ing their flow for a long time. In 
fact, the small breeder T don’t believe 
wants a 100-lb. cow that he must milk 
four times a day. We must breed for 
persistency and records show us that 
some cows giving 600 and above 
pounds of milk in 7 days, give no 
more than others” giving less’ the 
fret 7 days.

Let’s Pull Together 


Editor World: 

I have been very much interested 
in the arguments as to the 7-day and 
yearly tests and I am glad to see that 
the small fry are now voicing their 
sentiments on this subject. 

When this matter was first taken up, 
the big fellows seemed to have the 
whole say, and were almost unanimous 
in favor of the yearly test, and some 
of the arguments they used were ridic- 
ulous; many making the assertion that 
the extra amount of milk producea 
would far exceed the extra expense. 
Such statements were absolutely silly 
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for we all know that the milk pro. 
duced by them is simply a by-product. 

Having a herd of about fifty head. 
I am in the business for profit ang 
pleasure, but if I have to make yearly 
tests, I will have no profits and with- 
out profits I will have no pleasure. 

Nothing succeeds like success, And 
we absolutely know that the Holstein 
industry has reached the high pinnacle 
it now has attained not by yearly 
tests, but by the 7-day method, and 
comparing the advancement of the dif. 
ferent dairy breeds and the methods 
of testing, I think the question as to 
what our future action should be is 
answered. 

Surely, we cannot expect to get 
higher prices for yearly tested ani- 
mals than have been gotten for those 
tested under the 7-day regime. 

Do you think it necessary to do 
away with the 7-day test because we 
have discovered there has been crook- 
edness? If such is the case, then us- 
ing the same line of argument, let’s do 
away with the tuberculin test because 
we well know that there has been far 
more crooked work along this line 
than in any milk test, and the results 
were far more detrimental and disas- 
trous. 

It is impossible for me to conceive 
the reason the large operators wish to 
put the small breeder out of existence, 

it cannot possibly be selfishness on 
their part, for without the small breed- 
er they have cut off a market for their 
stock, and surely they do not think 
they can trade among themselves and 
make a success. 

I want to take off my hat to Mr. 
John Bell, Jr., as in his article he 
used good sound judgment and com- 
mon sense in his review of the situa- 
tion. 

I can hardly conceive of arousing 
poor old Bossy out of her slumbers 365 
days in the year in order to produce a 
few more pounds of milk for a year- 
ly record. I am fearful if I have to 
sleep with an old cow for that length 
of time, it will not be long before | 
would kick the bucket. 

It is almost impossible to hire men 
to make seven and thirty-day tests, 
so if this method is ever done away 
with, my intentions are to take up 
some other line that is more profitable 
and the work less arduous. 

So let’s use some common sense 
and business judgment, and you, big 
fellow, join hands with us small fry 
and let’s pull together, keeping to the 
front as we are now, using both the 
seven-day and the yearly methods.

records of less than 500 Ibs. milk in 
a week, the number including one with 
746.6 lbs., another with 709.6 lbs. and 
no less than five others above 600 Ibs. 
He is a grandson of King Segis. 

A maternal grandson of King Segis 
sired by King Walker is King Segis 
Walker. He has to his credit in the 
year book only two daughters that 
have completed records as full aged 
cows, one of them making a record 
of 34.03 lbs. butter from 656 lbs. milk 
and the other 30.06 Ibs. butter from 
603 Ibs. milk. He has a rather short 
list but a good one, his 11 daughters 
at an average age of three years aver- 
age 22.11 lbs. butter from 447.3 lbs. 
milk. 

It is perhaps interesting to note 
that sone of these sires that I am 
considering as Canada’s leading 
proven sires are out of large record 
dams and some are not, the records 
of the dams ranging all the way from 
19 to 35.61 Ibs. Just half the list are 
from 30-lb. dams, but it is noteworthy 
that the dams of only two of them fail 
below 25 lIbs., the average of the rec 
ords of the twelve dams being 29.19 
Ibs. Two of the 12 sires are sons of 
Pontiac Korndyke, two are sons of 
Pietje 22d’s Woodcrest Lad, two are 
grandsons of King Segis, one is ky 
King of the Pontiacs, one by Colantia 
Johanna Lad, one by King Walker and 
one by King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. 
all of them ranking among the great 


sires of the breed. The other two 
come of the very best Canadian breed- 
ing, one being a son of the other. All 
this goes to show that in Canada 
as in the United States or anywhere 
else blood counts and that these 
twelve great sires of Canada come 
rightfully by their great transmitting 
power, being backed by the very high:- 
est producing blood lines of Canada 
and the United States. While we may 
have omitted some sires that deserve 
to be mentioned among the twelve 
greatest sires in Canada, we have 
taken the twelve that at the end of the 
official year, 1918-19, had ten or more 
tested daughters with the highest 
average butter production, or at least 
whose equivalent at full age was the 
highest. Anyone studying the list 
cannot but be convinced that they are 
a dozen wonderful sires.

should conform to strictly business 
practice and again give the man of 
limited means the same opportunity as 
his wealthy fellow-breeder. 


I fully realize that at this point 
some of the readers of this article 
will exclaim, “Instead of trying to 
benefit the breed ycu would ruin it. 


We could not make great records un- 
der the above conditions.” But wait a 
minute, my critical friends, these sug- 
gestions are made on a basis of get- 
ting right down to every-day profitable 
business. The extreme records of the 
past were not business records. Prob- 
ably ninety per cent or more of our 
breeders were absolutely prevented 
from ever being able to make records 
that would put them in sight of the 
front rank. 

Such a condition was manifestly un- 
fair to ninety per cent of our breed- 
ers and in the end was detrimental to 
the Holstein cow herself because in 
the final run it’s got to be profitable 
for the average man to breed Holsteins 
under average conditions, or it is not 
going to be profitable for any of us to 
breed Holsteins. 

“But,” say my critics, “How could a 
man ever get recognition or standing 
for the records he could make under 
the above conditions compared with 
the forced records that have been 
made in the past or perhaps some un- 
fair records that may still stand on 
the books even after the present inves- 
tigation is over?” I am coming to that 
in the next suggestion—perhaps the 
most radical of all the suggestions. 

Suggestion No. 4 is that a short-time 
record shall cover a period of ten days. 
That a long-time record shall cover a 
period of nine months. That records 
be not made for any other periods 
than ten days and nine months. 

To those who feel that by the es- 
tablishment of new classes and the 
making of records under more normal 
conditions that we are throwing away 
all that has been accomplished in the 
past, including the good, honest rec- 
ords of the past, let me say that we 
can still continue for the present at 
least to use for reference purposes the 
records made under the old system. 
That the families that are able under 
the new system to make creditable rec- 
ords will thereby prove to be the buy- 
ing public’s satisfaction that the rec- 
ords that are behind them were real 
records for the conditions under which 
they were made. Those families that 
are able to make good under the new 


system will get just credit for the 
records that are behind them made 


under the old system 

It is true that families which fail 
to carry on under the new system to 
make creditable records will have the 
old records discounted and discredited 
in public estimation. However detri- 
mental as this may be to the owners 
of families that failed to make good 
under the new system, nevertheless in 
the long run it will strengthen the 
breed , for the families which can not 
carry on without being helped by arti- 
ficial conditions should be relegated to 
the rear. 

In our own herd 


probably eighty 


per cent of our animals have pedigrees 
in which for an ordinary four-genera 
tion tabulated pedigree every cow ap- 
pearing in the pedigree is a record cow 
and every sire old enough to have 
daughters is an A. R. O. sire. 


I am 
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perfectly willing to run the risk that 
our good families will stand the test 
of making records under this proposed 
new system and make records large 
enough that they will get credit in 
most cases for the records behind 
them. 

Furthermore under these new rules 
it would not take over five years to 
fully demonstrate what families in 
our breed are real producers of dairy 
cows. We may not have any more 
one hundred thousand dollar animals 
but we will have many breeders who 


have been vealing their bull calves 
and selling their females at a little 
more than grade prices demonstrate 


under this new system that their herds 
contain real, dairy, profit-making cows 
that will enable them to sell their sur- 
plus at profitable prices. 

In general and in regard to all of 
the above suggestions may I say there 
was a time in Holstein history when 
the records both short and long-time 
were in most cases reliable indications 
of the real merit of the cow making 
them. 

I well remember that shortly after I 
first became a breeder two of the three 
cows who in succession broke the 
world’s seven-day record broke the 
then existing yearly records. There 
was no quarrel then between the advo- 
cates of the long and the short-time 
records. Both were considered reliable 
and of distinct benefit to the breed. 
Anyone who is at all familiar or in- 
formed on the progress of the Holstein 
cow in the past fifteen years must con- 
cede and admit that the early seven- 
day records supplemented with the 
occasional long-time record played a 
tremendous part not only in guiding 
the breeding operation of those days 
but in laying the foundation for the 
tremendous popularity that the black 
and white cow gained as a real pro- 
ducer. 

I have little sympathy with those 
who would now entirely eliminate a 
short-time test or those who fail to 
realize that under the old methods it 
was of great constructive value to our 
breed or who contend that properly 
conducted a short-time test now would 
be of no value to our breed. For cer- 
tainly the short-time test has played 
a most important part in building up 
the Holstein breed and can still play 
an important part, if properly conduct- 
ed. 

Nevertheless, under conditions as 
they now exist the critics of seven- 
day records, as now made, have con- 
vinced me that under present prac- 
tices, even where honestly conducted, 
that they are of doubtful value of any 
downright worth as a measure of the 
true dairy value of a cow. 

To emphasize exactly what I mean, 
[ can not do better than state the 
case of two junior two-year-old heifers 
who recently made records on one of 
our own farms. One heifer had been 
bred several times and we supposed 
that she was in calf on the last breed- 
ing. She was running out in pasture 
and as a matter of fact she freshened 
to her first service and we barely got 
her in the barn in time for her to have 
her calf. She was thin and had no 
fitting and in no shape to test. 

The other heifer had been in the 
barns for several months and was one 


that responded to fitting unusually 
well. She layed on the soft fat and 


layed it on in a way that when she 
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freshened she shed that fat equally as 
fast. The thin heifer made fifteep 
pounds of butter. The fat heifer made 
twenty-two pounds. Yet it is the de. 
liberate judgment of not only myself 
but the man who milked both heifers 
that the fifteen-pound heifer is really 
the greater heifer of the two, and I be. 
lieve if these rules go into effect, time 
will prove at some future freshening, 
if they both have the same equal op. 
portunity, that she is the best heifer 
of the two. 

Yet if they had both had bull calves 
the record of the one heifer would 
not be considered by a man buying a 
bull, while the record of the other 
heifer would be. Yet it is not only 
possible but extremely likely that a 
bull out of the fifteen-pound heifer 
would be the greater sire. 

The opponents of the yearly records 
have stated their side so clearly that 
I believe that they are open to the 
same criticism in many particulars as 
are the seven-day records. At least 
their opponents have instilled a doubt 
in my mind as to whether we should 
continue to make yearly records under 
past conditions if we want to be ab- 
solutely fair to the buying public. 
There is nothing to be gained by con- 
tinuing a policy which because of the 
expense involved definitely and abso- 
lutely bars the breeder of moderate 
means from any possible chance to 
make a creditable showing for his 
herd sire on long-time records, not 
only unfair to the great host of aver- 
age breeders but in the end will work 
a great injury to the breed as a whole. 
Under existing conditions it is not 
too much to say that the making of 
yearly records in some cases depends 
upon excessive fitting, long rest, letting 
the cow go without breeding her and 
then milking her four times a day 
more than it does upon the real merit 
of the cow. 

Under those conditions the wealthy 
breeder who can stand the expense 
of doing all these things to make ex- 
treme yearly records has an advantage 
which can not be overcome by the 
man of moderate means—the real Hol- 
stein breeder whose bread and but- 
ter depend upon his making a profit 
from the sale of his milk and calves. 
The mere fact that some wealthy 
breeder may spend large sums of 
money for several years in establish- 
ing his herd sire from a yearly rec- 
ord standpoint and then may be able 
to get the money back that he has 
spent in making these extreme records 
from the sales of bulls and heifers 
sired by him at fancy prices does not 
in any way console the average breed- 
er or make him feel any more kindly 
toward this practice. 


In fact it is not too much to say 
that under the general practices on 
which long-distance records are now 
made that the word “nocket- 
book” should be substituted for “dis- 
tance” making itread “long pocketbook 


records.” Consequently it throws the 
making of long-distance records almost 
entirely into the hands of men who 
have sufficient capital to stand the 
financial drain of making them. 

In justice to our wealthy breeders, 
many of whom I have the honor to 
know, let me say that I doubt if they 
have ever realized the advantage that 
their wealth gave them or how unfair 
present practices are to the man of

average means. That is my reason 
for presenting it in this rather abrupt 
manner. That our wealthy breeders 
may know and realize the real advan 
tage under which they are workin z 
and I feel sure from what I know of 
them that they are all good sportsmen 
enough that they would be among the 
first to demand a readjustment of pres- 
ent unfair conditions. I know them to 
be fair-minded, big, broad men—good 
losers and generous winners. And I 
feel that all unconsciously without 
really stopping to think about it they 
have been so busy trying to make a 
good showing against each other that 
they did not realize what a handicap 
they were placing upon the breeder 
of average means. 

Knowing them as I do and having 
the utmost confidence that they be- 
lieve in a fair deal with no favors 
a fair, square, free-for-all race with no 
handicaps and let the best man win. 
That they will when they fully under- 
stand and appreciate this situation ab- 
solutely refuse to allow conditions to 
stand that will longer give them this 
undue advantage over their fellow- 
breeders—an advantage that is meas- 
ured solely and simply by dollars. 

Consequently I sincerely trust that 
these wealthy breeders who believe in 
the black and white cow will give 
these statements the careful attention 
and consideration that they so justly 
merit and that they will then work to 
change the rules and regulations in 
such a manner that every breeder, be 
he large or small, will be put on an 
equal plane as far as mere wealth is 
concerned, in the making of long- 
time records. That the rules govern- 
ing these long-time records will be 
so framed that a cow must produce a 
calf in a year or thirteen months at an 
outside limit. That the milk she pro- 
duces during the time she makes her 
record may be produced at an actual 
profit of feed and labor cost. 

For then and only then will it be 
possible to have the making of long- 
time records the general practice of 
most of our breeders, which in turn 
instead of bringing out a few great 
cows with extreme records will bring 
out hundreds of cows that will make 
such large records that the prosperity 
of the entire breed will advance by 
leaps and bounds. 

In other words instead of making 
the breeding of Holstein cattle a pay- 
ing business for perhaps forty or fifty 
breeders who have been able to make 
most of the large seven-day and year- 
ly records, or perhaps confining it to 
not over twenty-five breeders who have 
been able to make forty-pound seven-

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day or twelve hundred-pound yearly 
records, we will by these methods 
make the breeding of Holsteins a pay. 
ing business for every man in the 
ranks of our sixteen thousand breed. 
ers, who is willing to give his cows 
good, practical dairy care and qualify 
them for the records they can make at 
a profit under these conditions. 

Let us pass prosperity around. Let 
us make it the birthright and _ heri- 
tage of all Holstein breeders instead 
of a monopoly belonging to a favored 
few 

Let us then like honest men face the 
real situation. It is a physical im- 
possibility to now remove or reduce 
the records on our books both short 
and long-time, in the making of which 
records long periods of rest, excessive 
fitting, not breeding the cow and other 
perfectly legal and allowable condi- 
tions played perhaps a more important 
part in the making of many of these 
records than did the real dairy ability 
of the cow. 

If then we as Holstein breeders wish 
to be honest with ourselves and the 
buying public and to conduct our op- 
erations in the future that new rec- 
ords will be made in a manner and 
under conditions that are somewhere 
near a true indication of the real dairy 
merit of the cow, must we not start 
out with two entirely new classes, as 
suggested in the earlier part of this 
article? And surround these new class- 
es with the restrictions of three times 
milking in twenty-four hours? A fat 
test to not to exceed four per cent and 
the provision that the cow in long- 
time work shall be regulated to a more 
normal dairy period of nine months 
of full production, a month to dry her 
off, and two months rest. By these and 
other conditions that may be worked 
out and added, do away with the pos- 
sibility of some of the practices that 
have led to the making of misleading 
records. 

Furthermore it certainly would be 
unfair and most damaging for the 
breeders to have to continue making 
records under the old classes that now 
exist, for it would be impossible under 
normal conditions, such as_ stated 
above, to make records that would 
compare favorably against the records 
made when forced conditions were 
legally allowable and in far too many 
cases the usual practice. Consequent- 
lv here is a strong and absolute neces- 
sity that new classes and _ periods, 
such as a ten-day short-time test and 
nine-months long-time test, be inaugu- 
rated. That the average breeder may 
have the encouragement that in mak- 
ing records he will be able to make 
records somewhere near the top of his 
class and that the breed as a whole 
may have the benefit of the services 
of the sons of cows that are real dairy 
cows that have made their records un- 
der normal conditions and whose sons 
will carry on and build up the breed. 

Holstein breeders, we stand at the 
cross-roads. The future of our breed 
is at stake. We are surely facing a 
crisis in our breed as did the old-time 
Holstein breeders when the unofficial 
records were pushed to such an eX- 
treme that they became discredited. 
The same kind of a crisis that the Jer- 
sey breed faced when their churned 


butter records failed to stand the 
test of public confidence. 
Public confidence in our present

classes and conditions of making rec. 
ords is shaken. We may muddy the 
waters by argument and by presenta- 
tion of half facts but we can not dodge 
the real issue. We as Holstein breed- 
ers are face to face with the hard 
facts that we must change our classes 
and conditions in such a manner that 
our future records will be one hundred 
per cent honest. And that they are the 
real dairy measure of the cow under 
dairy conditions, which can be ob. 
tained on any well-ordered, 
farm. 

We can not in safety leave the fy- 
ture of the upbuilding of our breed en. 
tirely in the hands of men who ean 
afford to spend unlimited amounts of 
money to make extreme records. If 
the breed is to prosper the upbuilding 
of it in the most part must be in 
the hands of the average dairyman 
who keeps cows for the specific pur- 
poses of producing a profitable amount 
of milk and a calf each year. 

Let that be our slogan: Profitable 
milk production and a calf every year. 
We will then build the Holstein in- 
dustry on the solid rock of real merit 
so safely and so securely that nothing 
can stop the onward march of the 
Holstein cow until she becomes as she 
so richly merits to be—The Universal 
Dairy Cow.

Northern France is at present en- 
gaged in a giant spider web party, 
and from the present looks of things, 
has eight years more to play. More 
than 50,000 miles of barked wire en- 
tanglements were laid in France by the 
struggling armies during the war and 
only 6,000 miles have been rolled up. 

The disappointing thing about this 
little cobweb pastime is that after you 
have followed the unwieldy strands 
around trees and across miles of bar- 
ren waste, at the end you find nothing 
more exciting than a tumbling shacx 
of a house or a gaunt, war-shattered 
tree.

Then Keep Records of Every Cow 

And when this bull is placed at the 
head of your herd, do not be too 
sure that you have made no mistake 
Only time can prove his worth. Put 
your cows on Official test, join a cow 
testing association, or keep accurate 
records yourself of the yearly pro 
duction of each cow in the herd. You 
need this information now to deter 
mine their relative value as_ profit 
makers, and you will need it worse to 
compare with similar records of their 
daughters sired by your new bull 
Unless these daughters produce ap 
preciably more than their dams, age 
considered, you made an expensive 
mistake in purchasing that bull, in 
spite of all the precautions taken, and 
he should be consigned to the butcher 
at once. 

There is one way in which you 
could have been sure you were right 
before going ahead with the pur 
chase of your bull, and that is to 
have bought a bull with producimg 
daughters with the per cent of im- 
provement in production over their 
dams that you desire: but few such 
bulls are for sale, and the price of 
them is usually prohibitive. 

Even young bulls, meeting the re 
quirements above outlined, are both 
scarce and high-priced. The average 
dairyman cannot afford to buy such 
a bull independently. However, i! 
one of his neighbors would buy a sim 
ilar bull at the same time, they could 
be exchanged and their period of use 
fulness doubled. But a better plan 
is tor from three to five dairymen or 
communities to organize among them- 
selves a co-operative bull association. 
buy as many bulls of equal breeding, 
individuality, and value, and use them 
in a regular two-year rotation. This 
gives each man or community the 
use of a number of good bulls, prob- 
ably better than he could own priv- 
ately, at the cost of one. Further- 
wore, after four years, they will have 
the use of “tested” bulls. 

The bull association plan is being 
strongly advocated by the United 
States Dairy Division and its various 
representatives throughout the dif 
ferent states. It is proving popular 
in the South, too. In Alabama alone, 
four such associations have recently 
been organized, and ‘bulls bred for

The increased cost of feed and la- 
bor is making higher-producing cows 
absolutely necessary. This improve- 
ment must come through the use of 
better sires, and every purchaser of 
a dairy bull should at least learn 
something of the production of his 
nearest dams. Such demands on the 
part of the average purchaser of 
dairy bulls will force breeders to give 
iheir cows official records. 


HOW DO YOU STRAIN YOUR 
. MILK? 


Notwithstanding the fact that it is 
only possible to remove a _ portion of 
the dirt from milk by running it 
through a strainer it is nevertheless 
true that some types of strainers are 
much more effective than others. In 
a general way, the practice of strain 
ing milk is more deceptive in its re 
sults than real. It removes dirt which 
can be seen, but does not remove a 
great deal of dirt which is not visible. 

According to government specialists 
their report from about 40,000 farms 
show that wire gauze strainers are in 
more general use than any other kind 
but the same specialists assert that 
the microscope shows plainly that the 
meshes of wire gauze strainers are 
much too large to hold back any but 
the very coarse impurities. One thick- 
ness of cheesecloth or other cotton 
cloth proved only slightly more ef 
fective than a wire gauze strainer. 
When the cloth was folded to about 
eight thicknesses, its ability to remove 
dirt in milk increased somewhat, but 
it was still inefficient as compared to 
absorbent cotton or filter cloth 

Filter cloth was found reasonably 
effective. It is a specially made cot- 
ton cloth, smooth on one side and fuz- 
zy on the other. This cloth can be 
obtained from leading dairy supply 
houses. The milk is poured on the 
fuzzy side the fibers of which stand up 
like the nap of a carpet and remove 
all but a small percentage of the solid 
impurities. 

\ccording to the experiment refer 
red to, the most effective strainer of all 
was a layer of absorbent cotten placed 
between two thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth.

types of trainers be kept clean and in 
the case of absorbent cotton or cotton 
cloth it is necessary to provide new 
materia! at frequent intervals. 

While it is possible by the use of a 
good strainer to remove the coarser 
impurities of milk, it must be remem- 
pered that no strainer removes either 
the bacteria and objectionable flavors, 
or the very fine dirt. Consequently, 
straining milk fails to improve its 
wholesomeness to any noticeable de- 
gree, The vital point in producing 
wholesome milk consists in the use of 
such sanitary methods as will prevent 
as nearly as possible the entrance of 
dirt into the milk. By keeping the cows 
in a clean stable and milking witi: 
clean hands into sterilized, small top 
pails, much more can be accomplished 
by keeping impurities out of milk 
than it is possible to remove by any 
type of strainer—Grove City Naticnal

PENNSYLVANIA STATE EXPERTS 
SUGGEST WINTER RATIONS 


Suggestions which may help farm- 
ers in lowering the cost of milk pro- 
duction, are offered by the dairy ex 
tension service of the Pennsylvania 
State College. Based on the lowest 
possible cost per unit of protein and 
energy, several rations have been 
worked out, due consideration being 
given to palatability, bulk, variety and 
Physiological effect. When the rough- 
age consists of hay, or hay and stover 
or silage, no legume being used, any 
one of the following three grain mix- 
tures will be found satisfactory: (1) 
one part corn-and-cob meal, one part 
wheat bran, two parts cottonseed meal 
and two parts linseed meal: (2) equal 
parts wheat bran, cottonseed meal and 
linseed meal: (3) two parts wheat 
bran, one part gluten feed, two parts 
cottonseed meal and two parts linseed 
meal.

In addition to all the roughage a 
cow will eat, a Jersey or Guernsey 
should receive one pound of grain for 
each 3% to 4 pounds of milk; a Hol 
stein, Ayrshire or Shorthorn should 
get a pound of grain for each 4% 
pounds of milk.

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were conironted with two hundred 
million underfed people who had 
been under German domination. It 
had been the habit of the German 
army to tuke the food supplies and 
cattle of all Poles, Serbians, Ru- 
manians, Czechs, Finns, and other 
oppressed peoples at the point of the 
bayonet in order that they might 
give preterential feeding to their own 
people. Due to denudation of cattle, 
milk had been unknown in many 
places tor years. 

Whole populations were’ under- 
yourished but the children were suf- 
fering the most acutely from disease 
and malnutrition. The number of 
actual orphans and waifs had enor- 
mously increased. So that in con- 
sideriag the problem of the great 
famine that confronted Europe one 
of our first methods was to develop 
a method of saving the children. It 
appeared that the distant future of 
these nations would lie in the imme- 
diate rescue of the greatly debilitated 
children. 

Here again we attacked the prob- 
lem both by prevention and by cure. 
The feeding of the children in the 
public schools in many of these 
countries was organized under their 
governments and milk and other 
supplies were furnished for this pur- 
pose. 

The feeding of ten millions of Bel- 
gian and French people was the first 
attempt ever made anywhere, so far 
as I know, at the mass feeding of a 
whole nation. There were no ex- 
perts in the problem but we sought 
such scientific advice as was to be 
obtained. We soon found, however, 
that the children were failing on a 
ration that should be ample _ for 
adults. The number of debilitated 
children up to ten years of age 
greatly increased. The number of 
adolescent children developing tu- 
berculosis increased in a dishearten- 
ing degree. 

We decided to feed the children 
en bloc, apart from their parents. 
Something over 1,200,000 children of 
the Belgian and French towns and 
cities were thus put under system- 
atic feeding and this continued dur- 
ing the last three and one-half years 
of occupation. If you will go to 
Belgium today and if you will ex- 
amine the public health statistics, 
you will find that the disease mor- 
tality among children is less than the 
pre-war normal, in spite of the fact

CONDENSED MILK SITUATION jy 
JAPAN 


The manufacture of condensed milk 
‘n Japan has made considerable prog: 
ress during the last few years. It js 
expected that the production for this 
year will amount to 1,200,000 eases 
(one case containing 48 cans) valued 
at 6,000,000 yen (2,991,000), which jg 
about the consumptive requirements 
of Japan. Besides this, about 1,000, 
000 yen ($498,500) worth of eon 
densed milk is imported annually, ace 
cording to the Japan Chronicle fo) 
October 22, 1919. It may appear at 
first glance that this is more than 
would be consumed by Japan, but the 
excess of the supply over the de 
mand is exported to China and the 
South Sea Islands: at the same time 
a large quantity is used by confee 
tioners. It is expected that the pro 
duction will increase by %60.000 dozen 
cans. 

This branch of Japanese industry 
has been developed mainly because of 
the stoppage of imports during the 
war and the special protection given 
by the Japanese Government. A duty 
of 5.5 ven ($2.74) per 100 kin of 133 1-3 
Ibs. is imposed upon imports of con 
densed milk The Japanese manu 
facturers are exempted from paying 
an income tax during the first three 
vears of the establishment of their 
business, and the sugar consumption 
tax is also returned to them. 

However, the Japan Chronicle 
states that the steady importation of 
condensed milk is competing severels 
with the Japanese product

in = Japan the Japanese Condensed 
Milk Manufacturers’ Association, and 
this combination is now taking steps 
to protect the industry against the 
competition of foreigu goods at home 
and in the markets of the Far East, 
according to an article in the Japan 
Advertiser for October 18, 1919. Ac 
cording to this publication the Japan 
ese have set to work to increase theil 
production and to improve their pro

Against these 
he puts the money received for the 
sale of his produce. If he is a careful 
reasoner and is extending his figures 
over a period of years, he will take ac- 
count of the increased value of the 
land, partly the result of unearned in- 
crement, partly the result of his work. 
If the balance between these two sets 
of figures shows a plus, he has made 
money; if a minus, he has lost. He 
does not figure in a wage for himself, 
his wife or his children, only for the 
men he employs..-Alonzo Englebert 
Taylor in Saturday Evening Post.
